There Is another popular view bf 
aouad currency which alma to base 
It upon "natural products" or "nat 
ural forces"—usually It Is trua, speci­ 
fying products or forces which have

tr o le d by tho advocate of such cur- 
jpaficy. Thus from time to time thera 
^Vave been schem es to Issue a cur­ 
rency based 
upon or protected 
by 
farm products stored la warehouses 
or occasionally representing "units ol 
energy" or horse power. 
The rulere of Soviet Russia a t one 
tim e attempted to Introduce a cur­ 
rency representing "labor time,'' each 
m as receiving a check representing 
the number of hours of tim e he had 
put !n st work, while goods them ­ 
selves were to be valued in term s of 
houf* of production ttme. 
Thus one 
man who put ,in an hour's tim e in 
street - cleaning 
received 
the 
earns 
control over goods aa he whc put In 
an 
hour's 
tim e 
at 
surgery. 
The 
theory was that this kind of "sound” 
currency enabled the "poor man" ta 
get a larger supply of goods. 
"Tbs troubls w as that when those 
who could perform a certain kind of 
labor were not paid In proportion to 
their 
effort 
they 
stopped 
making 
goods. 
8 0 it was not very long in 
R ussia 
before 
tho 
sound 
currency 
which was Issued 
in favor of the 
poor man had brought It about that 
4he poor man could not buy anything 
w ith the currency. This was an un 
fortu n ate kind 
of 
'soundness.’ 
We 
do not w ant som ething like It in the 
U nited States today, yet very Simi 
l t r proposals are now being made in 
a good m any quarters that ought to 
know better," says Mr. W illis. 


FACTS ABOUT CHECKS 


A bank check is a written order on 
a bank by one of Its depositors to pay 
a specified 
sum 
to another 
party. 
This instrum ent m ust be dated, the 
amount written in full in the body, 
and signed the sam e as the deposi­ 
tor’s signature appears on the bank 
aignature card and ledger sheet. 
A check Is payable on demand, pro. 
Tided it Is not dated ahead. 
If dated 
ahead it becom es a promise to pay, 
the sam e as a note or acceptance, pay­ 
able on som e future date. 
United 
States revenue stam ps ar* required 
on a check dated ahead, at the rate of 
t cents per hundred dollars, or frac­ 
tion thereof. 
In case a check carries two differ­ 
ent figures, that Is >2.00 in the figures 
and "Two Hundred Dollars” in the 
w ritten part of the body of the check, 
the latter, or part in writing, always 
controls. 
A check made out to a person "or 
order,” requires Identification, and the 
party presenting the same must as­ 
sure the bank that he Is the payee, 
A 
check to a person "or bearer" is pay­ 
able to the one presenting It at the 
bank, but a certain amount of Identi­ 
fication is necessary, for the hank re­ 
serves the right to know that he is en­ 
titled to receive the funds.
